Beveridge 
Plan Yet 


667° ONSIDERABLE interest has 
been aroused in Eire by the 

Beveridge Report,” an article in 

this week's ‘‘ Economist “ says. 

“The statement that the social 
security plan, if ag “SR would come 
into operation in Northern Ireland 
at the same time as in Great Britain,” 
the writer continues, “ has directed 
attention to the fact that the scale 
of benefits and of family allowances 
may be much higher north of the 
border than south. 

“ The possibility of attractions of 
this kind will lead to emigration on 
an even greater scale unless some 
restrictive measures are taken, 
either in Eire or in the United 
Kingdom. The willingness of 
workers who have already niigrated 
to Great Britain to return to Eire 
after the end of the war will be 
| serious! ; reduced by the prospect 

of forfeiting such substantial 
benefits. 

“The solution of the acute 
problem of partition will not be 
rendered any easier by the 
emergence of different standards of 
social and welfare services north 
and south of the border.”’ 


LAGGED BEHIND 


Since the Treaty, the article con- 
tinues, the social services in Great 
Britain and Ireland have diverged. 
Many of the British services have 
either not been applied in Eire or 
have been applied with reduced 
rates of benefit. In Eire the system 
of Poor Law relief has heen 
drastically amended and improved. 
Nevertheless, as might be expected 
in view of the relative poverty of 
Ireland, scales of benefit have 
tended in recent years to lag behind 
the British services. 

Any scheme at all approaching the 
Beveridge scheme, says the writer, 
will be impossible in Eire in the 
next 20 years. Sir William Beveridge 
assumes a steadily increasing 
national income in Great Britain. 
In view of the experience of recent 
years, no such assumption can be 
made in the case of Eire 

In the years before the war the 
national income obstinately failed to 
expand, and there is very little 
reason to believe that it will expand 
materially in the post-war period. 

One part of the scheme which has 
attracted particular attention is the 
provision of family allowances on a 
very generous scale. Rumour has it 
that a modest scheme of family 
allowances will be brought into 
operation next year. It would not 
be surprising if the promise of such 
allowances were to form part of the 
Government’s programme at the 
coming general election,

NEW Order, to be “ strictly 
enforced,’’ regulates sugar 
prices in Eire. 

Announced last night, the Order 
provides for a wholesale delivered 
price for sugar of 42s. per cwt., and 
for a retail price of 5d. per Ib. in 
Dublin and some other districts. 
While this represents an increase of 
id. per lb. in Dublin, it will mean 
a reduction in other districts in 
which the price now exceeds 5d. per 
lb. In many areas the price will 
remain unchanged. 

Previously, because of «tfference 
in freight rates, prices for sugar 
have varied considerably, and it had 
been found possible to fix prices on 
a standstill basis only, based on the 
prices ruling early in 1941. Recently 
prices have tended to increase, and 
difficulty was experienced in enforc- 
ing the standstill order.

POSITIONS SHELLED 


Last night’s Allied Forces North 
Africa communiqué stated :— 

“One of our forward patrols 
engaged a small: enemy Scatlensals 
inflicting casualties and. taking some 
prisoners. 

“Our artillery shelled enemy 
positions in Haidous area. Roads 
leading from Tunis were bombed and 
machine-gunned by our _ aircraft 
during the night of December 28th- 
29th. One enemy fighter was shot 
down by our patrolling fighters 
yesterday. 

‘Bombers attacked Sousee and 
other objectives. No aircraft is 
missing. 

Haidous is high ground a few 
miles due north of Medjez-el-Bab. 

Paris radio stated last night that 

‘violent fighting flared up again 
vesterday afternoon on the Tunisian 
front.” 
Though the boggy ground hindered 
the progress of motorised units, both 
sides are preparing for a large-scale 
offensive, said the announcer. ,In the 
Mateur sector—south-west of Bizerta 
—the Germans advanced and forced 
+ the Allied troops to retire, it was 
claimed. From the Vichon-Kairouan 
front no change is reported. 

French GH announced that, 

““an the region south of Pont du 
Fahs, the Axis launched violent 
counter-attacks, supported by many 
tanks. Everywhere they were 
repulsed.”’ 
Gabes, from which the Americans 
are reported 40 miles away in their 
push to cut the coast road, is the 
most southerly port in Tunisia, and 
the focal point through which all 
Axis troops and supplies must pass 
on their way from Tripolitania to 
the north. Italian troops brought 
by sea from Tripoli have also con- 
centrated near Gabes before proceed 
ing northward to augment the Axis 
army near Tunis and Bizerta. 


PORTS ATTACKED 


Malta-based R.A.F. bombers 
attacked Tunis, the capital, and 
Sousse, farther south, on the 
Hammamet coast, on Monday night. 
Heavy bombs were dropped on quays 
and warehouses. 

Allied fighters and bombers are 
keeping up almost non-stop sorties 
against General Nehring’s troop and 
supply convoys as they move along 
the mud-caked roads between the 
Medjez-el-Bab area, and Pont du 
Fahs, farther south. Nehring’s 
activity suggests that he may be 
about to launch an attack.

The Belgian Legation in Dublin 
yesterday atated:—‘‘The Belgian 
Government formally denies the 
rumour that there is a native up- 
rising in the Belgian Congo, as ‘the 
rwult of alleged vexatious measures 
on the part of the American troops 
stationed there.

Mr. Milton 8S. Eisenhower, Asso- 
ciate Director of the Office of War 
Information, predicted yesterday in

Mr. Eisenhower, brother of the 
Allied Commander-in-Chief in North 
Africa, has just returned from a two 
weeks’ visit to that territory. 

He saw such poverty and hunger, 
he said, that, lacking American aid, 
serious trouble could be expected to 
convulse the civilian population, 
“which, I think, might seriously 
hamper military operations.”’—

SPANISH BISHOPS 


CHOSEN IN ACCORD WITH 
VATICAN 


Five Spanish Bishops have been 
named under Spain’s new Accord 
with the Vatican, leaving fifteen 
vacant Episcopates. The Bishop of 
Urgel, who, with the Chief of the 
French State, is co-Prince of the 
Pyrenean State of Andorra, is one 
of those named. 


Under the Accord, signed on June 


7, 1941, the Papal Nuncio and the 
Government agree on six names for 
each vacancy. The Pope chooses 
three, of which the Chief of State 
finally chooses one. 

Those named yesterday were the 
Bishop of Barcelona; Gregorio 
Modegro Casaus, the Titular Bishop 
of Ezani; the Apostolic Adminis- 
trator of the Diocese of Cuenca (re- 
placing Manuel Irurita Almandoz, 
executed in the civil war); the 
Bishop of Salamanca, Francisco 
Barbado Viejo, and the Bishop of 
Coria, replacing the present Primate, 
Archbishop Play Deniel of Toledo. 
The Bishop of Urgel, Ramon 
Iglesias Navarri, 
Military Vicarate-General, replaces 
Justino Guitari Y Vilardebo, who 
died shortly after the civil war, and 
the Bishop of Jaen Rafael Garcia Y 
Garcia de Castro replaces Manuel 
Basulto Gimenez, executed in the 
civil war.—(Associated Press. )

HEARD A WOMAN'S 
SCREAM 


EVIDENCE IN MURDER 
CHARGE 


ONAL LEEN, labourer, was 
the principal witness when 
the taking of depositions was 
resumed in Tralee yesterday of the 
case in which Timothy Flynn (59), 
farmer, Kilbonane, Beaufort, is 
charged with the murder of his 
wife, Hanna (53), on Monday, 16th 
November. 

Leen described how the accused man 
and hitasell left for the potato field 
alter breakfast. He last saw Mrs. 
Flynn alive in the bohereen. It took 
ebout seven minutes to get from the 
house to the potato field. The accused 
man was not working hard, and from 
time to time witness  oticed him 
Saying 
that he was going to Butler's for a 
shovel, Flynn left the field, and was 
then wearing blue dungarees and a 
dark-coloured coat, While Flynn was 
away from the field witness heard a 
startled scream. It came from the 
direction of Flynn’s house. As far 
as witness's judgment could go, it 
was Mrs. Flynn’s scream. Witness 
heard the scream ten minutes after 
he had seen Flynn on his way out of 
the field. 

Five minutes after ‘he woman ; 
scream, witness heard a scream like 
what a turkey would give when 
caught. The turkey’s scream carce 
| from the direction of Flynn s$ house 
Half an hour,after the turkey’s screain 


Flynn was not. less than three- 
quarters of an hour away from the 
potato field. When Flynn returned 
to the potato field he had Butler’s 
shove] with him, and was !ike a man 
who had been walking fast. He was 
puffing a bit. Witness and Flynn 
continued the work of grading 
potatoes. 


SIGNS OF WASHING 


When Flynn returned to the field 
he was wearing a fawn-coloured coat 
and dark grey trousers, which were 
torn. When witness, Jerome 0'Con- 
nor, and Flynn returned to the house 
for dinner, the kitchen door was 
closed, and the kitchen floor from 
the centre to the door next the well 
had been washed. Dinner wae not 
ready. Witness also noticed other 
signs of washing up. When he went 
over to the well he saw four ropes 
and a turkey in a bucket in the well. 
Witness also saw what he took to be 
part of Mrs. Flynn's black overall 
below the bucket, but saw no sign 
of a body. They had coffee and 
bread and butter for dinner. 

When they came home in the even- 
ing, witness wg up the bucket, on 
which a turkey was perched, alive 
and dry. Before that there was unly 
one rope at the well. When witness 
and John Joe were at the well, the 
accused man came up and tried to 
sink the bucket in the well. Flynn 
then became excited and. said she 
was there, and to go down for Dan 
Butler. On Tuesday, 17th November, 
witness saw what appeared to be 
bloodstains on those parts of the 
kitchen where the floor had heen 
washed. Witness also saw blood- 
stains on a piece of linoleum and on 
the coulter of a plough. Next day 
witness noticed that some of the 
bloodstains he had seen had been 
chipped off. Witness had got an old 
pair of overalls when he went to 
workfor Flynn, and when, the Guards 
questioned Flynn about his. (Flynn's) 
overalls, the accused man asked 
witness why witness did not mention 
them before and he (Flynn) would | 
have given them to the Guards. 
Every time the accused man saw 
Guards speaking to witness he 
wanted to know what they were ask- 
ing. Witness never saw Mrs. Flynn 
affected by dnnk. 


PETROL RATIONING 


Issues of petrol for the month of 
January for permitted commercial 
goods vehicles and private motor 
cars will be made on the same hasis 
as for the month of December. In 
the case of private cars used by 
clergymen, arrangements are being 
made to limit the number of cars to 
meet the essential needs of individual 
parishes. Permits and allowances of 
petrol will be issued on this basis. 


WOMEN ARE RESIGNED

tions, controlling clothing designs, 
points from which were mentioned 
in yesterday 's Irish Times, have had 
but little effect on the women of 
Eire, beyond that of resignation to 
yet another ‘‘ emergency’ “eder. 

There is, of course, a certain 
amount of speculation as to the 
garments which are due to disappear 
with evening dresses, but enquiries 
from a number of Dublin drapery 
firms have given no results, and 
until the Orders have been published, 
it is unlikely that any further infor- 
mation will be forthcoming. 

A well-known firm of ladies’ 
tailors told. an Irish Times reporter 
yesterday that they have a large 
number of orders in hand, which will 
o ahead according to schedule, and 
urther orders are being taken as 
usual; the regulations will affect 
current fashions very little, as styles 
have been on utilitarian lines for 
some time, 

Another reason why the proposed 
restrictions have not seriously 
worried people is that coupons, or 
the lack of them, still worry women, 
and those fortunate ones who can 
obtain new clothes at this stage will 
not be seriously concerned with fewer 
pleats or pockets, which conceivably | 
might mean a cou or two less, 
while for those who cannot afford 
anything new, there are unlimited 
artificial flowers and embroidery 
with which to deck out old clothes!

“It is estimated that the number 
of sheep would have decreased by 
25 per cent. by spring, said Mr.

yesterday. 

“The number of cattle and sheep 
in the country, and especially in the 
county Dublin area, had decreased 
since last spring,” added Mr. 
Matheson. 

Mr. N. J. Judd said that they 
were not opposing the bonus, but 
gaye a warning as to repercussions: 
in the future. They knew that the 
cost of living had gone up greatly, 
and that a man could not live on 
the same wages 2s he could three or 
six months ago. 

Mr. J. Larkin, senior, said that 
the work in general was of a dis- 
agreeable nature. Coupon difficulties 
made it impossible for many of the 
men to obtain apron cloth, and 
rubber for the covering of hands was 
unobtainable also An outside firm 
in the country nad begun to 
compete; there was a drop in the 
number of killings, and _ their 
difheulties were further added to by 
lack of petrol for transport. In 
addition, the price of cloth and 
leather had remained unchanged. 

It was stated during the sitting 
that the wage in the Dublin area 
for a carter was £3 17s.; a vardman, 
£5 146., and an improver £2 17s.

Nurses in voluntary hospitals in 
Northern Ireland are to receive an 
increase in salary in the new year, 
and this has aroused the interest of 
the profession on this side of the 
border; for salaries and their stan- 
dardisation form part of the agenda 
to be discussed with the Minister for 
Local Government when he receives 
a deputation from the Irish Nurses’ 
Organisation shortly. 

The standardisation of salaries is 
considered by the organisation to be 
an important item in the programme 
for the betterment of the nurses’ 
status.

Irish Girl 
Violinist s 
Successes 


EARING the strains of music 
from a blind violinist next 
door in a Dublin suburban street, 
back in the year 1955, a pretty, 
fair-haired little girl, left her 
toys and scrambled through a gap 
in the garden fence—into a career. 
It was 3 o'clock when she entered 
the drawin , go quietly that the 
violinist did not hear her. An hour 
and a half later she was still raptly 
watching the moving fingers and bow 
of the unaware musician. It was 
the first of many visits, and long 
months “passed before the small 
visitor was allowed to tuck the 
instrument beneath her own chin. 
“From the first time, said her 
mentor, ' that she drew the bow 
across the strings she seemed to be 
able to play naturally, standing head 
and shoulders above the groundwork 
which so many have to put in over 
weary years of practice.’ 
To-day that little girl plays a 100 
guinea violin, with a silver-mounted 


£40 bow which she won in an 
exhibition in the Royal College of 
Music in London, and from recital 
and concert platforms and the 
microphones of the B.B.C. and Radio 
Eireann, the playing of Marie Lillis 
Condron has been praised by critics. 
Marie Condron studied for two years 
in London under the famous Pecskai, 
and later won a Trinity College of 
Music Scholarship in 1940.

HOME-CURED BACON 
NEW REGULATIONS 


The Government has made four 
Orders for the securing of more 
effective control of bacon produc- 
tion and of additional powers for 
dealing with illicit curing of bacon. 
Under these Orders the production 
of bacon for sale or for reward 
will be restricted to licensed curers. 
Hitherto registered pork butchers 
were permitted to cure into bacon 
a certain percentage of the pork 
dealt with by them, but on and 
after to-morrow this right will be 
withdrawn. The Orders do not 
prevent a farmer from curing a 
pig for the use of his household, 
ut he will not be permitted to 
cure bacon for sale or for reward. 
Penalties under existin Acts 
have been found to be ingdenente, 
and under the new Orders they may 
be as high as £500. The purpose 
is to secure a more equitable dis- 
tribution of all available bacon,

It has been an eventful year for 
the world at large, and, in her 
small sphere, for Ireland. On the 
last day of 1941 the three Powers 
constituting the totalitarian “ “i- 
angle ' appeared to be on the 
crest of the wave. The Germans, 
indeed, were losing ground before 
an unexpected thrust by Marshal 
Timoshenko; but, by way of com- 
pensation, Japan was gaining 
similarl; unexpected successes on 
the other side of the _ globe. 
Severe losses had been inflicted 
upon the United States Navy in 


surrendered ; the first air raids; 
heralding the final attack, already 
had taken place upon Penang and 
Singapore. The year closed 
darkly, indeed, upon the Allies, 
and the succeeding few months 
were to be darker still. Malaya, 
Burma, the Netherlands East 
Indies, the islands fringing the 
northern coast of Australia, fell 
one by one into Japanese hands; 
with the advance of summer the 
German Army, recovering from 
the shock tof Marshal Timo- 
shenko’s onslaught, renewed their 
interrupted advance, over-ran the 
most fertile fields of the U.S.S.R.., 
and reached the outskirts of 
Stalingrad, where they were in a 
position to cut the great life-line 
of the Volga; Field-Marshal— 
then General—Rommel extricated 
himself from a difficult situation 
on the western border of Cirenaica, 
and drove the British before him 
to little more than a day’s journey 
from Alexandria. ‘Then the war 
seemed, as it were, to languish for 
a while, before it took a turn in 
favour of the Allies. Having 
reached Stalingrad, the Germans 
failed to take it, and to secure 
their hold upon the Volga; in 
fact, for the past. month all the 
fighting has been in favour of the 
Russians, and the odds are that 
those German forces which main- 
tain their hold on the city’s 
outskirts will be surrounded 
before many more weeks have 
passed. ‘The Japanese possess 
no more territory than they 
possessed six months ago—great 
though their acquisitions were at 
that period. On the contrary, they 
have lost a certain amount of 
territory in Papua and_ the 
Solomon Islands, and, which is 
more important, they have suffered 
heavier losses than they have 
infl: ed in the war at sea. 
Marshil Rommel has been driven 
back many hundreds of miles from 


the Anglo-American descent upon 
North Africa and its political 
results, the Allies now find them- 
selves in possession of a huge 
extent of North Africa, and are 
preparing for a decisive battle 
with the Axis troops that have 
thrown themselves across the 
narrow Sicilian Channel into 
Tunisia. 

While these great events have 
been taking place in other parts 
of the world, Ireland has been 
fighting a campaign of a different 
kind. Supplies—with one notable 
exceptjon—have been shorter and 
shorter. The exception was bread. 
During the early months of the | 
year it looked as if nothing 
except a miracle could avert 
famine for a matter of weeks 
before the harvest; but the danger 
passed, and a highly successful 
harvest bhas brightened the 
prospect of the coming year’s 
food supply. On the other hand, 
ration books have become a 
regular feature of Irish life. Tea, 
sugar, butter, clothes, must be 
paid for not only in cash, but also 
in coupons; and these are by no 
means the only commodities in 
short supply. A little coal was 
available for the private con-' 
sumor at the end of 1941; norie 


be obtained in Dublin for only a 
limited number of hours; during 
the summer months, at all events, 
the supply of electricity was 
restricted. Most serious of all, 
perhaps, has been the limitation 
of transport. The train, omnibus 
and lorry services are merely a 
skeleton of their pre-war—or even 
of their 1941—+selves; private 
motor cars have vanished from 
the roads; and all the chances 
are that even more drastic 
limitations will come into 
force next year, when the 
Government’s plan for the 
“ rationalising ’’ of road trans- 
port is brought into operation. 
Fertilisers of “all kinds have 
given cause for anxiety; and with 
the increasing scarcity’ of fer- 
tilisers has come a scarcity of 
animal fats. These shortages 
could be endured; they are a 
light trouble, indeed, in com- 
parison with the hardships that 
afflict most of the belligerent 
nations; but they are not negli- 
gible, and we make no apology 
for dwelling upon them. This 
country of ours cannot expect to 
escape scot-free from the effects 
of a war that extends over nine- 
tenths of the world’s surface. 
Here in Ireland people have 
suffered, and will continue to 


| suffer; the pity of it is that here, 


and elsewhere, the worst sufferers 
are the poor. Rationing would 
be uo great misfortune if prices 
could be kept at a low figure; 
but prices. are rising with 
dangerous rapidity. The saddest 
phenomencr of all is the drain 
upon a population for which work 
cannot be provided, in the exist- 
ing state of things, at home—a 
drain that did not diminish 
during this passing year, and 
actually furnishes the statesmen 
of this country with the chief of 
all their problems. We must hope 
—even if we cannot persuade our- 
selves—that 1943 will bring a 
solution of this most pressing of

Men will be released 
from the armed forces only as fast 
as they can be absorbed back into 
civil life, and in the order of their 
usefulness. The special problem 
of women in the immediate post- 
war years has not been faced. It 
is assumed, tacitly, that women 
who were housemaids and shop 


ar will be prepared to return 
i houses, shops and lounge- 
n as the establishments 
are reopened or re- 
built. rs man official in an im- 
portant American shipping com- 
pany states different views. ‘‘ We 
might as well face the fact,” she 
says, ‘‘ that a vast number of these 
wo will- not want to leave 
industry when the war ends.” 
They are producing the food, 
making the shells, driving the 
lorries; they are testing engines, 
and sitting at control panels on 
which depend the safety of whol 
squadrons of aircraft; they are 
doing men’s jobs, behind them in 
the factory, beside them on the 
gun-site. These women have been 
introduced to a new life, and to 
many of them it will become the 
normal life. There are some who 
do the work from patriotic motive, 
but who are longing for the end 
of tha war and the chance to 
return to a ‘‘womanly’’ occupa- 
tion. There are some whose 
ambitions are set no higher than 
marriage and a home. The others, 
however—and they are many— 
have been trained to men’s work, 
and like it. The fact that the life 
of an army is an artificial life, 
based upon a degree of organisa- 
tion impossible in a peace-time 
society, has escaped them. They 
have .been taught to think 
about a single job; then the 
organisation looks after them. If 
they are released into civil life 
without ‘being at any direction, 
they will be unable. to commence 
looking after themselves. They 
will form a vast rebel force, a 
weight which will make it impos- 
sible to balance the scale in the 
old way. There is another point. 
The close union of women and men 
in a single fighting force has led, 
and will lead, inevitably, to the 
widespread abandonment of the 
approved standards of morality— 
which are also the standards of 
social stability. The women will 
settle down, but not upon the old 
basis. Great benefits will have to 
be offered to persuade them to 
approve of a post-war social 
scheme which is not the product of 
complete reorganisation.

Racing in lreland. 


Irish horse-racing in the year 
1942 has been marked by one par- 
ticular development; the absence 
of normal means oí transport, 
instead of reducing attendances, 
has increased them. During the 
' greater part of the year it was 
not permissible to travel to sport- 
ing events by motor car, and the 
liberal use of special trains was 
drawing to a close even before 
1941 ended. In the case of 
Leopardstown and Baldoyle, race- 
goers could take advantage of the 
usual trains to Bray and Howth 
respectively, but Phenix Park 
patrons had only horse-drawn 
vehicles, bicycles and their own 
pedestrian efforts .to facilitate 
them: Fortunately, the weather 
was dry on every Saturday of 
racing, so that the cyclists and‘ 
walkers travelled pleasantly. 
However, while that might 
explain why attendances have 
been close to the standards of the 
past, it fails to explain the fact 
that more people than ever went 
racing. It has been suggested 
that these days of tension create 
an urge for activity, and that 
racing offered a means to gratify 
that urge. Yet other forms 
of sporting endeavour could have 
been reached with much less 
trouble, while gardens and allot- 
ments offered scope for useful 
activity, of which, there is no 
doubt, more men than at any time 
since the last war made full use. 
The growing popularity of Irish 
racing has been observable, of 
course, for some years. People of 
modest means who considered 
betting with bookmakers to be 
charged with real or imaginary 
terrors have found that with the 
totalisator they can have the 
thrills of gambling at a moderate 
cost and sometimes, with great 
care and even little knowledge, at 
a smali profit. This, probably, 
has been the greatest of all factors 
in drawing more and more people 
to horse-racing. While attendances 
have increased, however, the lot 
of the horse-owner has shown no 
improvement. The stakes offered 
for many of the more important 
races are far below what they were 
twenty years ago, and there still 
are far too many £50 racgs, the 
winning of which brings little to 
the owner beyond the pleasure of 
leading in his horse. At the same 
time, the extension of the war 
since last December and the great 
shortage of shipping space have 
temporarily terminated the export 
market for Irish thoroughbreds.

Staffs 
may have to be reduced, and a 
reduction is also expected in work- 
ing hours. The trade is said to be 
philosophical about the matter, and

R. CHURCHILL’S war review 
Mi of November 11 was most 
informative in one important 
respect: it situated the North 
African operations in their true 
strategical setting. It seems, accord- 
ing to this account, that, at? one 
time, an Alied landing in force in 
Western Europe had been in contem- 
lation. I[t gradually became obvious, 
owever, that: “the provision of 
landing craft would not be on a 
sufficiently large scale to enable a 
heavy intervention to take place 
across the Channel in the favourable 
weather months of 1942.” Again: 
‘‘nor, indeed, would it have been 


effective invasion of the Continent 
as the summer or autumn of 
1942. 

In view of this state of affairs it 
was decided by the Americans and 
British in July to substitute the 
North African operation—which had 
been studied simultaneously with the 
other. The change of plan was com- 
municated to the Russians by the 
British Prime Minister himself. 
Russians did not like it, but very 
sensibly accepted it on the “ half a 
loaf ” princi MT Actually, in 
of fact, the half loaf was very
